Mother Faces Hearing Today With

Will I have to ~ 
locked up that long?” he demanded. 

Martin was released from solitary 
confinement yesterday for the first 
time since taken to the Home imme- 
diately after the shooting, and he had 
a fine time playing with the other in- 
mates of the institution. His room 
is spotiessly clean, but it is small, At 
the windows heavy iron bars remind 
the youth of his serious predicament. 

Superintendent Eby says that Mar- 
tin is a model “student” and pays 
striet obedience to the rules. He has 
a many callers. His mother 
Visits him as often as permitted, as 
does his brother and former teachers.

A firm, for instance, states that it sends

A* INDEPENDENT JUDICIARY OUR 
CORNER-STONE. 

In the Hall of Fame in New York City 

there is a tablet to Joseph Story, for six- 


fessor of law at Harvard and an author of 

legal works of great repute, which contain 
these words: 
“The founders of the Constitution, 
with profound wisdom, laid the corner- 
stone of our national republic in the 


g } permanent independence of the judicial _ 


establishment.”—Joseph Story. 


That even at that early period im our 


country’s history pernicious activities sim- 
Har to those which are experienced in these 
times at the hands of Roosevelt and his 
“Progressive” associates and admirers 
were more or less manifest is indicated by 
the following passage taken from Story’s 


published in 1833. : : 
“Nothing is more facile in republics 
than for demagogues, under artful pre- 
tenses, to stir up combinatéons against 
‘the regular exercise of authority. 
- « » The judiciary, as the weakest 
point in the Constitution on which to 
make an attack, is therefore constant- 
ly that to which they direct their as- 
saults; and a triumph here, aided by 
any momentary popular encourage- 
ment, achieves a lasting victory over 
the Constitution itself. Hence, in re- 
publics, those who are to profit by 
| public commotions or the prevalence 
of faction are always the enemies of a 
regular and independent administra- 
tion of justice. They spread all sorts 
of delusion in order to mislead the pub- 
lic mind and excite public prejudices. 
They know full well that without the 
aid of the people their schemes must 
prove abortive and they gherefore em- 
ploy every art to undermine the public 
confidence and to make the people the , 
instruments of subverting their own 
rights and liberties. 83 
“It is obvious that under cir- 
cumstances, if the tenure of office of 
the judges is not permanent they will 
soon be rendered odious, not because 
ey do wrong, but because they re- 
fuse to do wrong; and they will be 
made to give way to others who shall 
become more pliant tools of the dem- 
agogues of the day. There can be no 
security for the minority in a free gov- 
ernment except through the judicial 
department.” 
These eloquent and forcible words of 
Joseph Story, written amid the conditions 
of eighty years ago, are as applicable as 


of today. 

Roosevelt, after condemning the recall of 
the judiciary in Arizona, and the next day 
advocating it in California, now proposes, 
while his “Progressive” followers say 
„Amen! the setting aside at the popular 
will of judicial decisions. Establishment 
of the recall, whether of judges or de- 
cisions, would. take from the judiciary its 
independence, its power to make effective 
the constitutional protection of individuals 
or minorities from injustice or wrong at 
the hands of majorities. In other words, 
judicial recall of either kind removes the 
cornerstone of our national republic—the 
“permanent Independence of our judicial 


establishment.” Under “judicial recall,” if 
established as now being attempted by Fed- 
eral law, a majority, even an accidental 
majority, might take away the constitu- 
tional liberty and rights of any American 
chien, even over the head of the Supreme 
Court of the United States—a court which 
is admired and esteemed of the world.

Since that time the 
ashes of the burned barn have been 
sifted thoroughly and from the 
charred remains of the structure have 
come many things of interest. 

Nichelson had taken a gold watch 
to C. C. Zilles. a Pomona jeweler. and 
had the works transferred to a cheap- 
er case. A watch, partly destroyed 
by the fire at the Baynham barn, has 
been identified by the jeweler as the 
one he had sold to Nichelson. <A 
Plated butt used for suspending a 
watch chain from the coat lapel, the 
initial “N.” discernible on the charred 
metal. has been identified by the 
same jeweler as similar to the one 
he had sold Nichelson. A tire gauge 
and pliers, identified by Gordon Me- 
Carter as being exactly like the ones 
always carried by the missing man. 
also have been found in the ruins. 

EHRESMAN'S CONNECTION. 

It is known that. Nicholson had sold 
Ehresman a new Kissel Kar a few 
months ago. accepting as part pay 
ment the Stoddard Dayton Ehreseman 
Had deen using in his livery business.
